“JLCCaah’s JLpostCe 
(saCCaCCaahu afayfii wa 
saCCam)sent fimrhin JLC- 
fias as the commander of 
the troops ofP)hat-us- 
SaCasiC. ‘JLmr 6in JiC-’jlas 
said, “(On my return) I 
came to the (prophet 
(saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa 

saCCam) and said, ‘Which peopCe do you Cove most? ’ dCe repfied, fia’ishah.’ I said, 
‘Prom amongst the men?’ PCe repCied, ‘PCer father (JLhu Pahrf (radiyaCCaahu 
anhu). . . ” fiC-Puhhaaree]. 



(Romantic Cove is not what we usuaCCy connect the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu ahayhi wa 
saCCam ) with when we thinC^ofhim and his Sunnah. If the phrase “Cove story ” is 
mentioned, our first thoughts wouCdmost CiheCy go to Romeo and JuCiet, or some 
such popuCar western Cove story. 

Put if the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) is our primary eyampCe in aCC 
aspects of our P)een, where eCse can we get the uCtimate eyampCe of romantic Cove 
except from his story? 


Phis is the most 6eautifuC Cove story ofaCC: the Cove story ofPhe Messenger 
of JtCCaah (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) and ‘JLa’ishah ( radiyaCCaahu anha). 


Pheir story Segan when the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) saw a dream in 
which an angeC presented ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) to him, covered in a 
siChen piece ofcCoth; thus, JLCCaah reveaCed to him that she was to 6e his wife. 

When the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) toCd. fihu Pahr (radiyaCCaahu anhu) 
of this, JL6u Pahr sent ‘Jta’ishah ( radiyaCCaahu anha) with some dates for him (so 
that the Prophet may see her). When the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) 
received the dates, he toCd her to teCC her father the dates tasted sweet - 
mashaa’aCCaah. 


JLs perceptive as siy-y ear oCd ‘JLa’ishah was, she immediateCy understood that he 
meant he was pCeased with her. JLt that time, their marriage contract was made; 
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However, their marriage was not consummated untiC about three years Cater, which 
was after the Hijra. 

The (Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) demonstrated what Cove is in his 
attitudes toward his wife. He was not afraid to show his Cove for his heCoved in 
puSCic. In the hadith quoted at the beginning of the articCe, the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu 
aCayhi wa saCCam) pu6CicCy acknowCedged ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) as the most 
heCoved person to him. He used to caCC her hy the nickname: “JLish”, as Covers are 
wont to do. When they ate together, the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) 
wouCdgrah apiece of meat and feed ‘JLa ’is hah (radiyaCCaahu anha), then eat from 
the same pCace she had eaten from. He wouCdaCso do so with a cup - he wouCdgra6 
the cup and feed her, then drinkjrom the spot where she had put her Cips. 

JLs the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) had demonstrated, Cove is 
caring, kindness and aCso understanding. 

The Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) used to pCay with ‘JLa ’is hah 
(radiyaCCaahu anha), as she was a very young girCwhen they were married. 

‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) narrated that the Prophet usedtopCay with her when 
she pCayed with her do CCs [Jt C-Pukhaaree ]. 

On another occasion, on ‘Eed, ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) wished to watch the 
(Ethiopians pCaying in the masjid; when the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) 
saw this, he asked her if she wouCd hike to see them. She repCied: (Yes, so he stood in 
front of her and screened her whiCe she stood 6ehind him with her cheefjpressed 
against his cheeky He stood there as Cong as she wanted, untiC she was satisfied [JLC- 
Pukhaaree]. 

‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) was the most 6eCovedto the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu 
aCayhi wa saCCam) among his wives, which caused his other wives to comp Cain 
a6out her. ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) narrated that once the Prophet 
(saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) was with her when his daughter, Eaatimah 
(radiyaCCaahu anha) came in with a compCaintfrom ‘JLa’ishah’ s co-wives. They were 
together under the same bCanket and Eaatimah toCd the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi 
wa saCCam) that his other wives were asking for justice with ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu 
anha). Hie Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) then asked her, “P)on’t you Cove 
what I Cove?” to which she repCied, “Pes”, and so the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa 
saCCam) toCd her: “Then just Cove her [‘JLa’ishah] ”. 

( When he distributed provisions among his wives, he wouCd pray to JLCCaah: “Phis is 
what I can controC. P>o not bCame me for what I cannot controC’, that is, he couCd 
not controC his Cove for ‘JLa’ishah (radiyaCCaahu anha) over his other wives. 
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Imaam fz-Zuhri states: “The first Cove story ever hpiown in the history oflsCam 
was the hove of RasuCuCCaah (saCCaCCaahu ahayhi wa saCCam)for fa ’is hah, ancf 
IMasrouq usech to call her the Cove ofRasuCuCCah (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam). ” 

The (prophet and fa’ishah’s Cove was true Cove, not mereCy an infatuation. They 
hived together as hus6and and wife, and neither had anything 6ut good to say of the 
other. When the Prophet (saCCaCCaahu aCayhi wa saCCam) died, he died in fa’ishah’s 
arms hetween her chin and chest and her saCiva was the Cast thing that entered his 
mouth. 

fa ’ishah narrated that during his fataC aiCment, RasuCuCCaah, used to ashfds wives, 
“Where shaCCl stay tomorrow ? Where shaCC I stay tomorrow ?” He was Coohing 
forward to fa’ishah’s turn. So they aCCowed him to stay where he wished, and he 
stayed at fa ’is ha ’s house tiCC he died there. fhdur-Rahman hin fhu P>ahr entered 
upon the Prophet whiCe I was supporting the Prophet on my chest. fhdurRahman 
had afresh SiwaC^then and he was cCeaning his teeth with it. fCCaah’s fpostCe 
Coohedat it, so I too(the SiwaC^ cut it (chewed it with my teeth), shoohjt and made 
it sofi ( with water), and then gave it to the Prophet who cCeaned his teeth with it. I 
had never seen RasuCuCCah cCeaning his teeth in a 6etterway. ff ter finishing the 
6rushing of his teeth, he Cif ted his hand or his finger and said thrice, “OfCCaah! Let 
me he with the highest companions, ” and then died, fa ’ishah added: He died on 
the day of my usuaC turn at my house. fCCaah toohfiim unto Him whiCe his head was 
hetween my chest and my neckband his saCiva was miyed with my saCiva [fC- 
(Buhhaaree). 

ffter hearing of RasuCuCCaah and fa’ishah, every other Cove story seems to paCe in 
comparison; no other Cove story can even begin to compare to this paramount ofaCC 
Cove stories. Prom who eCse hut the Prophet can we see true Cove expressed in such 
heautifuC and haCaaC ways ? 

Ho other Cove story is as true as this prophetic Cove story, fndyou thought ’Romeo 
and JuCiet’ was romantic! 
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
